“Uncle Charley” Terry, on 
Visit to St. Louis, Recalls 
Lincoln and Greeley. 


Charles Terry, who has earned 
the title of the grand old man of 
the traveling profession,” through 
68 years spent as a traveling sales- 
man, is in St. Louis today on his 
way to Atchison, Kan., his home. 
after a tour of the East, during 
which he met President Coolidge. 
His looks belie his 92 years: his 
eye is clear, his step firm. Next 
month he plans to retire from bus- 
iness. 

Terry is fond of recalling expe- 
riences of his youth. He heard 
Abraham Lincoln debate with 
Douglas on the question of slavery. 
He was a passenger on the boat 
Lincoln took from Havana to 
Bath, Ill., between speeches. He 
believes he is the only man now 
alive who heard Lincoln plead for 
the defendant in the Armstrong 
murder trial in 1856 that gained 
the future President much of his 
early fame. In this case a State's 
witness told of seeing the murder 
by moonlight. Lincoln obtained 
his client’s acquittal by introducing 
an almanac to prove that the 
moon was not shining at the time. 

Terry also claims the distinction 
of having voted for Lincoln three 
times, the first fOr Congressman- 
at-large.
